Republicans

named as a coconspirator but 
was not charged. 
The indictment claimed Segr­ 
etti paid Benz $50 on Dec. l, 
1971, for the work to be done 
“ in the disruption of the said 
campaigns.” 
Segretti, who has been named 
by President Nixon’s personal 
lawyer, Herbert Kalmbach. as 
the recipient 0f between $30,000 
and $40,000 from a secret fund 
to 
operate

telligence ring, turned himself 
in to federal marshals in Los 
Angeles. He was released on 
$10,000 personal 
surety 
bond 
after waiving his right to have 
the case moved to California. 
Hearing, 
who was 
subpoe­ 
naed to appear before the jury 
but arrived only to find he was 
about to be indicted, surren­ 
dered to marshals in Tampa 
and was released on $5,000 rec­ 
ognizance bond.

4,000 Shell Workers On Strike 
3 Months For More Job Safety

Americans are being asked to 
boycott Shell gasoline for the 
sake 
of 
refinery 
worker*' 
health. Shell says it's a bum 
rap. The environmental move­ 
ment doesn’t think so. 
At issue is a three-month-old 
strike by 4,000 Shell workers in 
California, 
Texas, 
Colorado, 
Louisiana and Washington. The 
walkout marks one of the rei- 
tively few times that workers 
have struck over the increas­ 
ingly publicized subject of job 
®afety. 
The boycott has had almost 
no effect so far. Shell says few* 
ei than 3,000 of its several mil­ 
lion credit-card customers have 
returned their cards, and that 
sales arc actually ahead of last 
year. The union concedes it 
hasn’t hurt Shell’s production 
much, and with a nationwide 
shortage of gasoline developing, 
Shell is selling all it can pro­ 
duce. 
But the 
boycott organizers 
hope to satúrate news media 
with their side of the story. 
Billboards have appeared in 25 
cities. 
Thousands 
of bumper 
stickers and one million pieces 
of 
literature have been dis­ 
tributed. Pickets have appeared 
long enough to attract new® 
coverage at scattered Shell sta­ 
tions. 
The union wants pension im­ 
provements 
and 
a 
contract 
clause 
to 
find 
and 
correct 
health and safety hazards in 
the five 
refineries and 
four 
chemical plants affected by the 
strike. 
Shell says the union’s true de­ 
mands arc traditional: money 
and power. But the health-and- 
safety issue has attracted boy­ 
cott 
endorsements 
from 
the 
Sierra 
Club, t he 
Wilderness 
Society, Friends of the Earth 
and nine other environmental 
groups. 
What the Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic 
Workers 
union 
seeks 
are periodic inspections by out­ 
ride consultants, free physical 
examinations 
for 
workers, 
a 
voice in correcting any hazards 
ard access to company figures 
On worker sickness and health. 
Almost every other major oil 
company already has agreed to 
this 
arrangement, 
without 
a 
strike. The holdouts are Chev­ 
ron, which employs 500 of the 
union’s members, and Shell. 
The argument is summed up 
by a Shell spokesman and un­ 
ion official Anthony Mazzocchi. 
“ Employe health and safety is 
Shell’s legal responsibility. It 
cannot be shared,” says Shell. 
Mazzocchi replies, “Shell just 
wants to keep unilateral control 
over the environment of the 
workplace.” 
How dangerous is that envi­ 
ronment? 
"The 
matter 
isn’t 
clear. National Safety Council 
figures showr that the chemical 
and petroleum industries have 
fewer disabling accidents than 
the average for all industries. 


Further these accidents cause 
fewer lost days than average. 
But the union says it’s con­ 
cerned 
less 
about 
accidents 
than about threats to health 
from heat, noise and the hun­ 
dreds of poisonous chemicals 
its workers handle. Few official 
statistics are available about 
what harm refinery and 'Chem­ 
ical workers suffer from job-in­ 
duced illnesses. However, union 
official Ray Davidson published 
a 198-page book in 1970 made 
up largely of case studies of un­ 
ion workers poisoned on the 
job. 


Shell doesn’t see much of a 
pinch from the strike, so the 
union hopes to bring added 
pressure through a consumer 
boycott. Shell is the second- 
largest gasoline merchant, with 
stations in 43 states. 
The strike doesn’t seem likely 
to be settled 
anytime toon. 
Shell’s 
struck 
refineries 
and 
chemical plants are being run 
by supervisory and technical 
workers. Shell says output is 
normal, but the union doubts 
that.

“I can do all things through Christ 
which strengthened me.”

Life is a series of adjustments, most 
of which are minor and undramatic. But 
there comes a time in almost every life 
when the pendulum swings from one ex­ 
treme to the other and the pleasant rou­ 
tine of living knows a painful interrup­ 
tion. Sometimes the top blows off in life 
and it erupts in a fierce burst of trouble, 
not just trouble for another, but trouble 
for us. Then we face not just the trouble 
itself, but we face ourself — what we are 
within, what has been forming there in 
our inner man these years and months. 
A crisis never makes anyone; rather it 
reveals the person for what he has al­ 
ready been made into. If we are busy 
feeding a selfish ego day after day, soon­ 
er or later a crisis will develop to reveal 
these ugly layers of self which have been 
allowed to nourish themselves within, 
The secret of living is not financial se­ 
curity or physical health despite the im­ 
portance of these benefits.

But succeed at it and you will 
break through to glorious reality, a 
startling release from the gravity of sin, 
a splendid thrust forward in the new law 
of the Spirit.

The Mississippi River Is to 
crest again at Hannibal, Mo., 
today, the 55th consecutive day 
of flooding in the river valley. 
But with pleasant weather 
holding over much of the flood 
area 
from 
Illinois 
to 
Mis­ 
sissippi, today’s river crests 
and the ones that will follow to 
the south in the next week are 
not expected to make matters 
m uch wor se . 
Now the thousands of home­ 
less from the flooding are on 
the rebound—mopping up, dig­ 
ging out, trying to rebuild. 
In Alton, 111., where the Il­ 
linois River is falling back into 
its banks at the rate of 18 
inches a day, a federal official 
said workers were beginning to 
“see roof tops again” in the 
hardest Mt areas. 
To the south, flooding did 
spread some on Friday in. areas 
of Louisiana and Mississippi— 
where backwaters rose another 
several 
inches 
as 
the 
Mis­ 
sissippi River, the backwaters’ 
outlet, continued building to­ 
ward its crest, or highest point. 
Until the Mississippi crests, 
about a week away in Loui­ 
siana, the backwaters that now 
cover several million acres f 
land have nowhere to go. They 
will stay on the land until that 
crest passes; and until they re­ 
cede, crops cannot be planted. 
The damages continued to 
mount: Every day the floodwa- 
ters remain on the 12 million 
inundated acres of mld-Amer-

Airlines Urged 
To Turn Over 
Security Fee

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
airlines were urged today to 
hand over to communities the 
extra 25-cent charge they will 
collect on passenger tickets to 
pay for security. 
“We don’t want the carriers 
to lose money or make money 
on this special purpose sur­ 
charge,” said J. Donald Reilly, 
executive vice president of the 
Airport Operators Council In­ 
ternational. Its membership in­ 
cludes management personnel 
of principal U. S. airports. 
“But many smaller commu­ 
nities have expressed fear that, 
without 
protection 
from 
the 
CAB, some airlines will decline 
to 
pass 
the 
new 
revenue 
through 
to 
the 
communities 
providing the airport guards 
and will end up with a ‘security 
profit’,” he said in a prepared 
statement. 
The CAB authorized the air­ 
lines Thursday to increase their 
security 
surcharge, 
effective 
May 12, from 34 cents to 59 
cents a ticket coupon, to cover 
the ■cost of security guards now 
required at airport boarding 
gates. 
Last March 14 the CAB ap­ 
proved the initial surcharge, ef­ 
fective April 1, to cover airline 
costs for passenger and bag­ 
gage screening, also a new fed­ 
eral security requirement. 
Reilly said the CAB approval 
of the added surcharge was a 
“necessary but minimum step” 
toward full recovery of the 
costs incurred by communities 
in providing law enforcement 
officers at airports. 
“To date, 
airport commu­ 
nities have been incurring se­ 
curity costs at about $4 million 
per month for this program, 
and most carriers have been 
unwilling to make any contribu­ 
tions until the Board acted,” 
Reilly said.

The bill, which will fund pro­ 
grams for the period ending

Nixon said the new legislation 
avoids 
“cruel 
over-promises 
implied by the levels in the ear­ 
lier bill” while capitalizing on 
“the strengths of existing pro­ 
grams.”

portation, nutrition and job pro­ 
grams for the elderly, estab­ 
lishes centers for senior citi­ 
zens, .and funds research into 
the problems of aging.
